N.S. mulls pressure sleeve coverage

To use her right arm, breast 
cancer survivor Sandra Carr 
has to use a pressure sleeve. 

The sleeve has perhaps 
already saved her life twice — 
both times keeping infection 
from reaching her internal 
organs. 

Currently the government 
doesn’t pay for such sleeves, 
which treat lymphedema, a 
common side effect of breast 
cancer surgeiy. But Carr was 
happy to learn yesterday it had 
taken a big first step in that 
direction. 

“At least it’s a positive move. 
It’s the first positive start we’ve 
had on it. You’ve got to start 
little and see where it goes 
from there,” said the Fall River 
resident. 

Health Minister Chris d’En- 
tremont wouldn’t commit to 
the province covering the 
sleeves, but he said he will 
kick off the process towards 
including them.

knows exactly how many peo¬ 
ple use the sleeves — which 
can cost over $1,000 per year 
— in Nova Scotia. If it’s in the 
tens of thousands of dollars it 
could be a matter of weeks. If 
it’s in the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands it’ll take longer if at all. 

But d’Entremont, whose 
mother survived breast can¬ 
cer and uses a pressure sleeve, 
said he recognizes the sleeves 
are medically necessary. 

“It’s required. It’s a pain 
management piece,” said 
d’Entremont. 

“I’d like to find some way to 
help these individuals.

Province considers ban 
on plastic water bottles

Though premium varieties 
are becoming harder to 
find, it certainly didn’t 
look like there was a 
whiskey shortage at the 
Ceilidh in Halifax last 
night. 

‘Usquebaugh’ or ‘water 
of life’, as it’s called in 
Gaelic, was toasted at the 
Fifth Annual Nova Scotia 
Liquor Corporation Ceilidh 
in Halifax last night. 

Whiskey is a hot com¬ 
modity worldwide ever 
since the Asian markets re¬ 
cently developed a taste 
for it. Bigger producers are 
limiting their supplies to 
their old customers, like 
the NSLC, so they can ship 
enough whiskey to new, 
bigger markets. 

Rick Perkins with NSLC 
said Diageo, the biggest 
supplier, cut off NSLC’s 
supply of high-end 
whiskey. “They have limit¬ 
ed their ability to give us 
the supply of six brands,” 
he said, adding other 
brands are still available. 

These brands, like Oban, 
Lagavulin and Talislcer, sell 
for between $60 and $100 


a bottle. Perkins said they 
have less than 50 bottles of 
Lagavulin in the province. 

“The phones have been 
more active in the past six 
months to a year of buyers 
looking for whiskey,” said 
Lauchie MacLean, the pres¬ 
ident of Glenora in Cape 
Breton, which happens to 
be the only single malt dis¬ 


tillery in North America. 

It’s not as if there’s an 
unlimited supply of good 
whiskey, either. It needs to 
age at least three years, but 
most single-malt whiskeys 
age 10 to 20 years. 

“The product we sell 
now we’re not going to sell 
it until 2020,” MacLean 
said.

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Use of untendered polygraph 
firm 'wrong' says mayor

Using an untendered com¬ 
pany to conduct polygraph 
tests on firefighter appli¬ 
cants was ‘wrong,’ said the 
mayor. 

Integrity Personnel 
Screening and Interviewing 
Consultants Inc. has inter¬ 
viewed thousands of appli¬ 
cants since 1998. The com¬ 
pany is owned by two po¬ 
lice officers, Supt. Mark 
Hartlen and Sgt. Darrell 
Gaudet, who conduct the 
tests in their own time. 

Mayor Peter Kelly only 
found out on Wednesday 
night when asked about it 
by a reporter. 

“It came from an agree¬ 
ment back in 1998,” he 
said. “Unfortunately it con¬ 
tinued on that vein, which 
is not the right course of ac¬ 
tion for us to take. We need 
to make sure we are getting 
the best value for dollar.” 


Applicant costs 

• Application fee: $20 

• Medical testing: $400 

(If candidate is hired, the fee 
is re-imbursed.) 

• Aptitude tests: $50 

• Physical ability test: $250 

• Polygraph tests: $350 

• Integrity interviews: $125

Applicants vying for the 
job pay the fees: $125 for 
a prescreening interview 
and $350 for the poly¬ 
graph test. 

Kelly said even though 
it’s not the taxpayers who 
are on the hook for the bill, 
it’s up to the municipality 
to make sure applicants are 
getting the best price for a 
quality service. 

But how did it go on 
without notice for 10 years? 

“It is wrong for us to not 


enforce our tendering 
methodologies and there is 
a process in place for us to 
follow,” Kelly said. “Because 
this came from a pre-exist¬ 
ing agreement from 1998 it 
is one that was thought to 
be efficient and effective 
back then.” 

Two hundred applicants 
have already gone through 
the interview and poly¬ 
graph screening in the fire 
service’s latest recruitment 
drive. 

On Wednesday night, 
Kelly transferred the test¬ 
ing of the remaining 90 ap¬ 
plicants to the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police. 

HRP has one dedicated of¬ 
ficer who conducts poly¬ 
graph tests but other quali¬ 
fied officers — like Hartlen 
and Gaudet — would be 
pulled in to handle the 
overflow. 

Kelly said staff are look¬ 
ing into the matter and will 
come up with a plan for fu¬ 
ture testing.

Union votes to strike 


Chignecto-Central school aids 90% in favour 


Heather MacKay exploded 
from her seat, thrust her 
hands in the air and shout¬ 
ed in glee at the news ed¬ 
ucation assistants (EAs), li¬ 
brarians, information 
technologists and admin¬ 
istrative/secretarial staff 
under the Chignecto-Cen¬ 
tral Regional School Board 
voted 90 per cent for strike 
action last night. 

About 600 members of 
Local 71, which represents 
the entire Chignecto-Cen¬ 
tral region, were eligible to 
cast a ballot for the strike 
vote. Three voting opportu¬ 
nities were held recently, 
one in Amherst, one in Stel- 
larton and Truro’s last 
night, in which about 200 
people attended. The votes 
of about 460 people were 
counted during a gathering 
hosted by the Nova Scotia 
Government and General 
Employees Union. 

“We’re ready to go. I don’t 
mind going on the picket 
line and I’m overwhelmed 
with the strong support and 
solidarity,” said MacKay, an 
education assistant in Great 
Village, still flushed with ex¬ 
citement. 


“We are absolutely not 
valued by the school board. 
They treat us like we know 
nothing, don’t make a dif¬ 
ference and expect us to do 
way more than we’re paid 
for,” said Onslow Moun¬ 
tain’s Angela Wat- 
son, another EA.

$13.91 to $15.30 
per hour.

“If you mem¬ 
bers reject that, 
it’s a 14-day 
countdown to 
strike,” saidjes- 
some, estimat¬ 
ing the union 
would be in a 
legal strike po¬ 
sition the third 
week of Januaiy 
at the earliest. 

“We will not be prepared 
for a strike before the holi¬ 
days,” she told members. 

School board superin¬ 
tendent Noel Hurley told 
the Truro Daily News last 
night he was “optimistic 
with the help of a concilia¬ 
tor there will be a success¬ 
ful” resolution between the 
union and school board. 

“Our employees are val¬ 
ued and we think highly of 
them,” he added.

The province’s auditor 
general, Renaud Lachance, 
cast doubt on the exis¬ 
tence of that reserve earli¬ 
er this week, pointing out 
that Quebec had a $5.8 bil¬ 
lion deficit at the end of 
March 2007. He wouldn’t 
divulge, however, what 
his own report on the 


state of Quebec’s finances 
reveals. The report is typi¬ 
cally released each fall, 
but when Charest called a 
provincial election Tues¬ 
day, the release was 
shelved.

Silver lining 

Gay rights activists optimistic 
despite California setback 


California revoked same- 
sex marriage this week 
and more states joined the 
strong majority that 
define marriage as 
between a man and a 
woman — yet gay rights 
activists see a bright 
future for their cause. 

While a conservative- 
backed ballot measure ban¬ 
ning same-sex marriage 
passed in California Tues¬ 
day, it is a measure of the 
gay movement’s success 
that it is now fighting for 
civil rights instead of mere 
acceptance of a sexual ori¬ 
entation that was seen as 
deviant and criminalized 
just a few decades ago. 

San Francisco Mayor 
Gavin Newsom said he was 
“tremendously optimistic” 
about the future of same- 
sex marriage in California 
despite the election loss. 
Gay couples in California 


wed for nearly half a year af¬ 
ter winning a state 
Supreme Court battle in 
May. 

A San Francisco candle¬ 
light vigil on Wednesday 
night that turned into a 
cheering session on the 
steps of City Hall, and Los 
Angeles-area clashes with 
police in riot gear were two 
post-election signs that the 
gay community does not ex¬ 
pect to fade quietly away. 

“How can you just decide 
‘OK we can’t have rights, I 
guess we'll just have to be 
cool with that?’ It’s my 
country, too, goddamnit,” 
said Becki Holub at the San 
Francisco rally. 

More than half of the U.S. 
states have laws defining 
marriage as between a man 
and a woman. Arkansas also 
voted to stop gay couples 
from adopting children.

Babies’ play patterns, eye 
contact linked to autism 


health Babies who were 
later diagnosed with 
autism played with toys in 
unusual ways, spinning or 
rotating them more than 
other babies, researchers 
reported yesterday. 

The findings, reported in 
the journal Autism, might 
help doctors and parents 
identify children at risk of 
autism and start to help 
them earlier, researchers 
said. 

Babies who went on to 
develop autism also stared 
noticeably at objects such 


as bottles, or looked at 
them out of the comers of 
their eyes, Sally Ozonoff of 
the University of California 
Davis and colleagues found. 

“There is an urgent need 
to develop measures that 
can pick up early signs of 
autism, signs present 
before 24 months,” Ozonoff 
said in a statement. 

The American Academy 
of Pediatrics has 
recommended all infants 
be screened for autism be¬ 
fore they turn two.

For duties done in history unwritten 


y father was 
34 when he 
enlisted in 
the Royal 
Canadian 
Air Force, a week before 
Christmas in 1940. It’s 
hard to remember now 
that, halfway through the 
second year of World War 
Two, winning didn’t look 
like a sure thing for the Al¬ 
lies — at this point just 
Britain and the Common¬ 
wealth countries. It would 
be six months before Ger¬ 
many invaded Russia, and 
another year before Japan 
attacked Pearl Harbor, and 
no one expected Britain to 
hold out until then. 


From where we sit, his¬ 
tory always looks in¬ 
evitable; a single outcome 
never less than ordained, 
all the drama and anxiety 
long since evaporated. 
World War One was sup¬ 
posed to be over in a few 
months but dragged on for 
over four years, but by the 
time my father enlisted 
there were credible sce¬ 
narios imagining the war 
with Germany and Italy 
lasting a decade, perhaps 
longer. 

John Babcock is the only 
surviving Canadian veter¬ 
an of World War One, and 
in two or three decades the 
men who served alongside

my father will be down to 
a few dozen, perhaps less. 
The cenotaphs and war 
memorials around which 
our Remembrance Day 
services are held will have 
been in place for at least a 
century, and almost no one 
will be left alive who will 
remember how crucial 
they once were — the clos¬ 


est thing to a headstone 
here for the friends and 
family of the men and 
women who were buried 
all over Europe and Asia. 

“They are sending some 
men over to England from 
here in the next couple of 
weeks but I don’t expect I’ll 
be going,” my father wrote 
to my mother from his air 
base outside Ottawa in 1944, 
just two months after D-Day. 

”It’s only for six months 
but they have to pass a med¬ 
ical so that lets me out.” 

A mechanic, he lost an 
eye in Dartmouth, N.S., 
working on a plane less 
than a year after enlisting, 
but refused a medical dis¬ 


charge; he would remain in 
uniform until two months 
after Japan surrendered, 
and he would never leave 
Canada. 

Probably because he nev¬ 
er thought he’d really 
risked his life, my father 
never joined the Legion or 
marched in a Remem¬ 
brance Day parade. 

For every veteran in 
their beret in front of the 
cenotaphs next Tuesday 
there will be a few men 
like my father. As the years 
pass there will be fewer of 
both, and ever smaller con¬ 
tingents of men and 
women who served in Ko¬ 
rea, on peacekeeping and 


UN missions in the Sinai, 
Somalia, Bosnia or Rwan¬ 
da, or in Afghanistan. 

Remembering will be 
hard work, but it has to be 
done, if only as a tribute to 
the men and women for 
whom history was anxious 
and unwritten, motivated 
by duty, and expecting lit¬ 
tle more than soldier’s pay 
and the hope that, at least 
one day a year, the rest of 
us will commit to the diffi¬ 
cult but necessary task of 
remembering when histo¬ 
ry was alive.

Blood donations at heart of health care

Blood is at the heart of the 
health care system. Used to 
treat trauma victims, peo¬ 
ple battling cancer, and sur¬ 
gical patients, blood and 
blood products stabilize, 
improve and save the lives 
of hundreds of thousands 
of Canadians every year. 

But, like many other pre¬ 
cious resources in our 
world, blood is in limited 
supply and it continues to 
dwindle. It is a simple case 
of supply and demand. 

A dramatic drop in Cana¬ 


da’s blood in¬ 
ventory in 
the past 
eight weeks 
has elevated 
an ongoing 
issue to criti¬ 
cal action for 
all Canadi- Dr. Brian Berry 
ans. Canadi¬ 
an Blood Services normally 
holds four to six days’ worth 
of all blood types. Last week, 
that number dropped to just 
more than two days’ worth 
for some of the most critical 
blood types. 

Currently, no surgeries or 


treatments have been post¬ 
poned or cancelled. Our hos¬ 
pitals are continually watch¬ 
ing their blood supplies and 
ensuring blood products are 
used without waste. 

The needs of critical care 
patients will always be 
met. However, if the situa¬ 
tion does not reverse itself, 
the needs of less critical 
patients may have to be de¬ 
layed. We are preparing for 
this possibility now as 
every drop of blood counts 
toward making a differ¬ 
ence in the life of someone 
who desperately needs it. 


Blood is veiy much at the 
heart of the health care sys¬ 
tem. But it’s the blood 
donors who make that heart 
pump. Without the generos¬ 
ity, selflessness, and caring 
of voluntaiy donors, our 
heart would stop beating.

Sources tell Metro that 
Canada’s MLB franchise 
has decided to diligently 
pursue Bradley as a free 
agent. 

“We need offensive 
help,” a front-office source 
with the Jays confirmed, 
“and Bradley won’t be 
nearly as expensive as 
Manny Ramirez or Mark 
Texeira (other big-name 
batters on the free-agent 
market). Obviously, we 
know Bradley’s reputation. 
We know what he’s like. 
He plays angry, for whatev¬ 
er reason. But we think the 
pros outweigh the cons 
with him. Just look at his 
stats.” 

Bradley, 30, has been 
with five major-league 
teams since starting his 
big-league career with the 
Montreal Expos in 2000. 

He has a .280 career aver¬ 
age and 103 home runs in 
2,832 at-bats. Last year, 
with the Texas Rangers, he 
hit a career-high .327, with 
22 homers. 

The Jays will have at 
least one significant chal¬ 
lenger for Bradley’s servic¬ 
es. 

The AL champion Tampa 
Bay Rays also are making 
plans to go after him.

Role Models packs laughs 


Craig’s Bond

Onscreen, Daniel Craig’s 
James Bond is laconic, a 
coiled spring of potential¬ 
ly lethal energy with an al¬ 
most lizard-like appraising 
gaze that’s closer to writer 
Ian Fleming’s idea of his 
hero than any actor who’s 
every played the role. 

In person, he’s chatty 
and anxious, frequently 
apologizing for coming up 
with answers on the fly, 
and unwilling to offer him¬ 
self as any kind of authori¬ 
ty on Bond outside of his 
own incarnation of the 
role. 

After the successful re¬ 
launch of the series with 
Casino Royale, we catch up 
with Craig’s Bond at the 
start of the new film, 
Quantum Of Solace, mere 
minutes after the last film 
ended. Craig admits that 
he hasn’t any idea of 
where, or when, he’ll be 
taking Bond in any further 
film, but that a sequel to 
Casino Royale felt in¬ 
evitable.

“The idea of doing a se¬ 
quel only happened when 
we seemed to have unfin¬ 
ished business,” Craig re¬ 
calls. “He’d fallen in love 
and had his heart broken 
and been betrayed, which 
was the big message we 
were trying to put across 
in Casino Royale. 

“Being betrayed had 
thrown him — this is a 
man who never loses at 
cards, never loses at love, 
never loses at anything.” 

Craig’s Bond is often de¬ 
scribed as a more elemen¬ 
tal Bond than any of his 
predecessors, free of the 
self-satire of Roger Moore 
or Pierce Brosnan’s over-re¬ 
fined 007, and even more 
brutal than Sean Con¬ 
nery’s original. He reluc¬ 
tantly agrees, but insists 
that it has to be taken in 
context. 

“I know they’re saying 
he's much tougher and has 
a much harder edge, but I 
haven’t done anything to 
modernize the character. If 
anything, I’ve tried to cling 


to the past,” he said. 

“I want him to remain 
misogynistic, because I 
love the debate between 
him and (Judi Dench’s) M 
there. Because M is the bal¬ 
ance; he's the one that's be¬ 
having badly as a man and 
she’s the one slapping him 
down, and I like that bal¬ 
ance. 


“And I also like that be¬ 
ing put against stronger 
women characters is a 
much more interesting dy¬ 
namic. That there is some¬ 
thing archaic about him. 
He’s a soldier, and there is 
something that being 
trained as a soldier instills 
in a human being, and it’s 
not being nice.”

Both actors have reliable 
personas that do most of 
the heavy lifting for them;

No matter what Scott ac¬ 
complishes in his career, 
he’ll probably always be

But unlike the smugly 
mean-spirited Margot, Rac¬ 
hel Getting Married is an 
honest and affectionate 
picture about dysfunction¬ 
al people. 

Kym (Anne Hathaway),

her sister Rachel (Rose¬ 
marie Dewitt). But her ar¬ 
rival initially stirs up more 
grief than happy memo¬ 
ries. 

Throughout the course 
of the day, the party strug¬ 
gles to find union and an 
acceptance of their differ¬ 
ences. 

Without a trace of self-

review The title Happy-Go- 
Lucky might aptly describe 
the mood and spirit of 
British director Mike 
Leigh’s (Topsy-Turvy, Vera 
Drake) buoyantly entertain¬ 
ing new picture — except 
that the quiet desperation 
of contemporary London 
still manages to lurk under 
the surface. 

Poppy (Sally Hawkins) is 
a 30-year-old London 
schoolteacher who always 
looks on the bright side of 
life.

connecting to reality. 

One day, after she gets 
her bike stolen, Poppy ca¬ 
sually decides to take driv¬ 
ing lessons. She gets sad¬ 
dled with Scott (Eddie 
Marsan), a bitterly angry 
instructor whose jaundiced 
view of the world continu¬ 
ally has head-on collisions 
with her spirited optimism. 

Where some directors of 
social commentaries prefer 
to preach from narrow ide¬ 
ological pulpits, Mike Leigh

works more openly be¬ 
tween the lines of the story. 
In Happy-Go-Lucky, Leigh 
barely provides a plot to 
follow. His dramatic obser¬ 
vations, however, are richly 
textured. 

For instance, in the early 
moments of the picture, 
while trying to cheer up a 
dour bookseller, Poppy al¬ 
most comes across as ter¬ 
minally sweet — a chatter¬ 
ing lollypop. 

Yet, Hawkins is so ex¬ 
traordinarily affecting that 
her performance has a way 
of gradually sneaking up 
on you. Hawkins illustrates 
with sly subtlety that Pop¬ 
py loves her job and adores 
her friends — but what she 
especially cherishes is her 
personal freedom. 

Given the darker tone of 
Leigh’s previous films, it 
might be easy to dismiss 
HappyGo-Lucky as frivo¬ 
lous. But the movie doesn’t 
come close to providing a 
bland smile for desperate 
times. On the contrary, 
Happy Go Lucky is a spirit¬ 
ed comedy with a true bite.

review If it ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it. Yes, it’s an ar¬ 
chaic, overused adage, but 
when it comes to Mada¬ 
gascar: Escape 2 Africa, it 
also applies. 

After all, since the origi¬ 
nal raked in over $530 
million dollars worldwide 
in 2005, there was certain¬ 
ly no doubt we would see 
a sequel. But who knew it 
would be more bloated 
than its predecessor’s box- 
office take? 

Set shortly after the first 
movie’s conclusion, Alex 
the lion (Ben Stiller), Mar¬ 
ty the zebra (Chris Rock) 


and the rest of the Man¬ 
hattan-raised crew of ani¬ 
mals are marooned in 
Madagascar. 

After barely fixing a bat¬ 
tered plane to return 
home, the group crash 
lands in an African 
wildlife reserve. There, 
each of the main charac¬ 
ters set out on their own 


brief journey of discovery 
— most notably Alex, who 
reunites with his feline 
folks (voiced by Sherri 
Shepherd and the late 
Bernie Mac). 

Now, Madagascar 2 isn’t 
without its improve¬ 
ments: It has plenty of 
jokes and inside-gags for 
the adults, but they’re 


mostly just recycled sensi¬ 
bilities from the 2005 
film. 

Plus, after 3 years of 
technological advance¬ 
ments, the quality of ani¬ 
mation is ever-increasing- 
ly remarkable — especial¬ 
ly broad scenes of the 
African grasslands. 

But of course, the story 
is what really counts and 
Madagascar 2 tells too 
many tales. 

The movie also gives a 
lot more screen-time to 
manic lemur King Julien 
(Sacha Baron Cohen) and 
those cunning penguins, 
but even the novelty of 
those characters has worn 
somewhat stale three 
years yonder. 

Besides, with no less 
than 13 central characters 
to flush out this time 
around, Madagascar 2 has 
enough to accomplish in 
89 minutes without piling 
on more plot points about 
crafty critters.

“I’ve seen tickets to our 
show that are going for as 
much as $415. My girl’s 
friend bought tickets to 
our show on eBay and they 
cost her something like 
$300,” says drummer 
Nathan Followill. “I asked, 
‘Why did you do that? I 
would have just put you on 
the guestlist.’” 

The recent Stateside suc¬ 
cess of brothers Caleb, 
Jared, Nathan and cousin 
Matthew explains the high 
prices. Their fourth and 
most recent album, Only By 
The Night, debuted at No. 5 
on the Billboard Top 200 
and has sold almost as well 


as Coldplay’s Viva La Vida. 

All this amid mixed re¬ 
views: Critics, one of the 
most vocal being Oasis’ 
Liam Gallagher, have 
slammed the band for de¬ 
viating from their South¬ 
ern-fried garage rock and 
opting for a more sexually- 
charged and keyboard- 
heavy large arena sound — 
arguing the rockers from 
Tennessee are trying to 
match the European suc¬ 
cess and notoriety in their 
native U.S. with a more 
polished, radio-friendly 
product. 


“I’ll say that we’re not

he laughs. “But our folks 
are cool with it now, and 
they’ll stay that way so 
long as the Christmas pres¬ 
ents keep getting better.”

Irwin Barker will walk on¬ 
to the stage at the Rebec¬ 
ca Cohn Auditorium 
tomorrow night ready and 
eager to get people laugh¬ 
ing. 

He’ll do this while fight¬ 
ing a disease that’s no 
laughing matter. 

“Humour is a really im¬ 
portant way of coping 
with all kinds of stressful 
situations in your life. It 
gives you a sense of con¬ 
trol over them,” said Bark¬ 
er, who is battling a rare 
and aggressive type of ter¬ 
minal cancer known as 
Leiomyosarcoma. “In my 
case, because I worked as a 
stand-up comic and a com¬ 
edy writer, it was just kind 
of a natural step to use 
whatever I had at my dis¬ 
posal in the fight against 
cancer.” 

Barker, who was diag¬ 
nosed with Leiomyosarco¬ 
ma in June of 2007, is com¬ 
ing to Halifax to perform 
at The Cancer Monologues 
comedy fundraiser. The 
event is in Barker’s hon¬ 
our and will include sever¬ 
al of his comedic friends, 
including Cathy Jones, 
Mark Farrell, Steven Pat¬ 
terson and Derek Edwards. 

Show time is 8 p.m. with 
all funds raised going to 
the Irwin Barker Family 
Fund.

He has a chemotherapy 


session this morning near 
his Toronto home, and af¬ 
ter leaving by plane for 
Halifax later in the day, 
will spend most of tomor¬ 
row resting so he can be 
ready to go when the cur¬ 
tain rises 

“Some times it’s a real 
battle just fighting the fa¬ 
tigue. There’s the mental 
battle of it, too,” said Bark¬ 
er, also a writer for CBC’s 
This Hour Has 22 Minutes 
from 2002 to ’07. “The re¬ 
lentlessness of cancer is 
something that’s very frus¬ 
trating. It never lets up. 
Every single day you have 


to deal with it. It can be¬ 
come discouraging.” 

But Barker refuses to let 
cancer get the best of him. 
In fact, he’ll even talk 
about cancer in his stand- 
up routine. 

“I’ve wanted to continue 
to use humour and make 
jokes, not so much about 
cancer necessarily, but in 
spite of the cancer,” he 
said. “Kind of be in its face 
and the fact that I have 
cancer isn’t going to stop 
me from continuing to 
write and perform comedy 
— whatever the comedy is 
about.” 


Grade’s best, 
but not a 
best-of album 

music John Grade doesn’t 
like referring to it as a best- 
of album. He avoids the 
term greatest hits, too.

Cream of leek and 
potato soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 
8 oz (225 g) leeks, white part 
only, thickly sliced 
1 large onion, coarsely 
chopped 

6 cups (1.5 L) homemade or 
canned low-sodium chicken or 
vegetable stock 
450 lb (450 g) potatoes, peeled 
and diced 

1 pinch freshly ground white 
pepper 

1/3 cup (75 mL) low-fat sour 
cream 

Snipped fresh chives to garnish 

METHOD: 

1. In a large saucepan, heat oil 
over moderate heat. Stir in 
leeks and onion with 3/4 cup 
(175 mL) stock. Cover and cook, 
stirring frequently, until soft¬ 
ened but not browned, About 
10 minutes. 

2. Add potatoes to saucepan 
and stir to coat with leek and 
onion mixture. 

3. Pour in half of remaining 
stock and bring to a boil. Partly 


cover, then simmer for 15-20 
minutes or until potatoes are 
soft. 

4. Remove from heat. Ladle in¬ 
to a blender or food processor 
and puree. 

5. Pour remaining stock into 
the pan. Add vegetable puree 
and bring to a simmer, stirring 
constantly. Season with white 
pepper. 

6. Remove from heat and stir 
in sour cream. Ladle into bowls 
and garnish with snipped 
chives.
